This club, 
however, is not so' much of a rowing club as the term 
L now understood, us some of its fellows for its mem¬ 
bers have too much work to do to pay attention to hard 
rowing; their function is chiefly the propagation of the 
art of rowing as a social recreation, and lo this end 
they bend their energies with vigor und skill. They 
have live oarsmen amongst incm, hut lust year their 
crew had to succumb lo others iu the Toledo Amateur 
Regatta. The members of this club lake a very high 
ground with regard to the term amateur, and object to 
any inlormingliug of the professional element with the 
umatuer, who is supposed to take up aoy recreation as a 
recreation, and not as a means of muking money. In 
this we most thoroughly indorse the Detroit rowing 
club. Any man who sets about making money by Ins 
recreations, is no longer au amateur but a prolessiona!, 
living by bis skill, and as such is, or should be, abso¬ 
lutely ineligible to contest with the pure amuluur for 
prizes which the latter values as a trophy of victory 
and tbe former as so much iu currency. 

For this reason, and also because of the absurd sys¬ 
tem ot levying dues adopted by the North Western 
Rowing Association, which assesses a club according 
toils membership roll, a dollar a head, yet gives the 
large and the small equal representation, the Detroit 
club withdrew from the Association. In this they did 
wrong, we maintain, as their social influence, if duly 
exerted, must have had its effect upon the other mem¬ 
bers of the Association. 

The boat-house of this club, though not equal iu 
costly materials to tbe proud edifices of some of tbo 
Eastern clubs, is equal to any of them in its perfect 
arrangement and fitness, and it is highly praiseworthy 
in so powerful a club thatThey abstained Irom wasting 
money ou mere show. 

The ExeelBior boat club is the next in importance, 
and In one sense is the leading club. Last year, by 
dint of careful training, it sent a crew on to the water 
that lowered the colors of all comers, und at Toledo 
lowered the colors of the redoubtable Wuh-vvah-sums, 
who were not able to turn the tables against them ou 
any occasion. This club, loo, has a very good boat 
bouse, close to the house of the Detroit's, uud is able to 
send several well appointed crews on to the water. 
Their mis.-iou is racing more than sociality, and they 
certainly fulfill this uiissiou well. Five other clubs, 
the Phoenix, Restless, Bpartan and Zephyr, were afloat 
last year, and in addition to these we are promised lour 
for this coming season. Nor is this u mere promise, 
for some of the members of the already organized 
clubs are taking preliminary exercise in the Board of 
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Trade gymnasium. This institution is mainly sup. 
ported by rowing men, who keep wind and muscle m 
good trim under the able guidance of a gentleman 
whose muxim is, “light work and lots of it."

Most of your readers will have beard 
of, aud muuy liuve seen, the fast little river steam yacht which 
Mr. Thorurtxrofl introduced with so much skill, enterprise find 
success. The Grand Duke Cesarewitch of Russia having bought 
her here it occurred to Mr. Baird, who is the bead of a large engin¬ 
eering establishment iu this city, to show what cau be done iu 
Russia iu u similar way. and it is on board the little craft which 
lie has produced that 1 have been to-day. She has been built of 
thin sheet bras* aud fitted with compound engines from the de¬ 
signs of Mr. Norman Scult Russell, the manager of Mr. Baird s 
establishment, und is lu every respect a great success, decidedly 
surpatsing lu speed, I aui credibly informed, the Eugllsh steel 
bout, i cauiuit doubt that she t*>-day exceeded a speed of 
eighteeu miles an hour, although under conditions that were not 
altogether favorable.

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Clean and Dry Stables. 

The present season has been, and in all likelihood 
will oonliuuu to be, a very unfavorable one for horses: 
Influenza, that destructive pest to the equine race, both 
endemic aud epidemic, is prevalent in a greater or less 
extent throughout the couutry. In view of this fact, 
the. following hints will be found useful: A. horse will 
endure severe cold weather without much inconven¬ 
ience, so long us lie is furnished with a dry stable. But 
require him to stand on a wet and foul iloor, and his 
health will soon begin to fail. Horses often suffer 
from cold feel aud legs. A great many stables have 
damp and wet floors. Few men who handle horses 
give proper attention to the feet and legs. Especially 
is this the case on farms. Much time is spent of a 
morning in rubbing, brushing and smoothing the hair 
ou the sides and hips, but at no time ure the feet ex¬ 
amined and properly ented for. Now, be it known 
that the feet of a horse require more care than tbe 
body. They need ten times as much, for in one re¬ 
spect they are almost tbe entire horse. All the groom¬ 
ing that can be done won't avail anything if the horse 
is forced to stand where his feet will be filthy. In this 
case the feet will become disordered, and then the legs 
will get badly out of fix; and with bad feet and bad 
legs there is not much else of the horse tit for any¬ 
thing. Stable prisons generally are very severe on the 
legs and feet of horses, aud unless these buildings can 
afford a dry room, where the horse can walk around, 
lie down or roll over, they are not half so healthy or 
comfortable to the horse as the pasture, aud should be 
avoided by all good hostlers in tbe country. Nothing 
induces colds and coughs so much as cold and wet'feel 
in illy-kept stables. An ordinary cold is the stepping 
stone to influenza, distemper, pneumonia, rheumatism, 
and a number of other diseases which follow in their 
train. Keep your stables cleau, give your horses 
plenty of fresh air, keep their feet warm in cold 
weather, and you may defy the thousand-and-one dis¬ 
orders that equine flesh is heir to. 


To Make a Horse Take on Flesh. 

There are sundry condition powders and tonics 
which arc often fed to horses aud produce an increase 
of flesh; but. they must lie kept up or the horse will run 
down, and in the end they all do injury. Regular 
feeding, faithful grooming, change of diet, sail always 
accessible, exercise, even if it be hard work, with suf¬ 
ficient rest, pure water, pure air in the stable, and t om- 
fort with quiet, will cause almost any horse properly 
fed to lay on flesh, if not become fat. A writer in an 
exchange paper says truly: 

.Many good horses devour large quantities of grain 
and hay, and still continue thin aud poor. The food 
eaten is not properly assimilated, if the usual feed 
has been uuground grain and hay, nothing but a 
change will effect a desirable alteration itt the appear¬ 
ance of the animal. In case oil meal cannot he ob¬ 
tained readily, mingle a bushel of flax seed with a 
bushel of barley, one of oats, and another bushel of 
Indian corn, and let it be ground into tine meal. This 
will he a fair proportion for all his feed. Or, the tueal 
of barley, oats and corn, in equal quantities, may be 
first procured and one-fourth part of the ull cake 
mingled with it, when the meal is sprinkled on cut feed. 
Feed two or three quarts of the mixture three times 
daily, mingled with a peck of cat hay and straw. If 
the horse will eat that amount greedily, let the quanti¬ 
ty be gradually increased until he will eat four or six 
quarts at every feeding three times a day. So long as 
the animal will cut this allowance, the quantity may 
be increased a little every day. But avoid the practice 
of allowing a horse to stand by a rack well tilled with 
hay. In order to fatten a horse that lias run down in 
the flesh, the groom should be very particular to feed 
the animal no more Ilian he will eat up clean and lick 
tbe manger tor more.

The Inplven/.a in Horses.— Prof. Crcssey, of the 
Mass. Agricultural College, recommends the following 
treatment in cases of epizootic influenza, through the 
Scientific Farmer: ‘‘Put the horse in a warm, clean 
stable, blanket him and wrap the legs. Give a mild 
physic, 4 or 0 drams of aloes in a pint of water with 
half an ounce of saleratus, given by means of a junk 
bottle. If feverish give water. Then give 8 or 10 drops 
of aconite, in a little water till perspiration sets in. A 
little spirit of nitre in ouocc doses will move the kid¬ 
neys. To sooth the irritation of the throat take an 
ounce of liquorice, dissolve in a quart of boiling water, 
let it cool und give iu two or three ounce doses. 
Onions, or a dram of ipecac, will act as an expectorant. 
An alcoholic stimulent will assist the circulation. A 
little ginger will answer. 


Scratches on Horses. —The veterinarian of the 
Spirit does not recommend blistering for scratches on 
horses. The following is an excellent lotion: carbolic 
acid one part, glycerine five parts, water 20 parts. 


A Brave Huntress. 

A correspondent writes to the Yarmouth (Me.) 
Herald regarding a woman who has attained a local 
celebrity ns a huntress: 

8iiKi.ui:itXE, Nov. IB.—Observing in the last number 
of your paper a short telegraphic announcement of the 
arrival here of three lame moose, en route to Europe, 
in charge of a widow lady named Jane Williamson, 
tbeir captor, it strikes me ibat a few facts in connec¬ 
tion with her and her exploits in the forest may not be 
uninteresting to your readers. 

It seems that four years ago, ou taking up her resi¬ 
dence at Beach Meadow, about 11 miles from here, Mrs. 
Williamson (who, by the way, is a bright-looking, neat, 
ladylike woman, below the medium size) conceived 
an idea that it would be profitable business to capture 
young moose and rear'hem uulil they became »sala¬ 
ble age; and all the ridicules of her family aud friends 
failed to shake her determination. In the scaso.u of 
1873. about the middle of May, Mrs. Williamson, with 
her dog Watch, made her first hunt for them, and after 
one or two unsuccessful trips, during each of which 
she has traveled from da>light to dark, over a distance 
of from 20 to 30 miles, she, on her last trip, succeeded 
in capturing two. and triumphantly returned home 
with them. The next season, 1874, she captured three, 
and the past season five. When about five months old 
they have all been sulj. Two of them were purchased 
by Mr. Calvin Appleton, and shipped to the United 
States—the others by Mr. Downs, of the Zoological 
garden, Halifax, and sent to crown heads in Europe— 
two of them to Victor Emmanuel, Kiugof Italy. 

The Indians have a saying respecting moose calves 
well files'ratine their nip'id development in their pow¬ 
ers of locomotion, which is—when 

One day old. it takes a ninn to catch them; 

Two da;sold, it takes a do; to catch them; 

Three day* old, tbr d—I can’t catch them. 

Mrs. Williamson's plan of eauipaign U this: Her dog 
is so trained that when be first scents mouse he Sturts 
off rapidly and stealthily in advance of her, and if 
there's a youngster to capture he returns to her, gives 
her a silent signal, and takes the iead again at a [race 
to suit her, and proceeds to drive off the mother by 
harking, etc., whilst Mrs. W. ties the legs of the calf or 
calves together. Sometimes when there have been two, 
and Mrs. W. tas been unable to attend to both, Watch 
has either headed off or hemmed in the other for her, 
ami frequently has taken It by its delicate little ears or 
muffle and held it for her, and so careful has he been 
that not a scar or scratch has he ever left behind. 

Mrs. W., after tying theirlegs together, carries them 
home. When there are two, as is generally the case, 
she carries one ahead at a time, deposits’it on the 
ground, and returns for the other. In this way she has 
several times traveled over ten miles, getting home at 
midnight w ith them, after being away from daylight in 
the morning. Ou one of these trips night overtook her 
a long distance from home, and she was compelled to 
leave the two calves under trees and return for them iu 
the morning. 

After keeping them stabled for a week or two. they 
have hells hun<r to their necks, aud are allowed to roam 
at large every morning, returning of their own 
accord at dusk every evening, w hen they ure stabled 
for the night, displacing gieat docility’ ami intelli¬ 
gence. 

Although the mothers are generally so afraid of dogs 
as to run away and abandon their offspring at the first 
attack of one.it seems there are exceptions. In the 
season of 1874 the dog fought for over two hours unsuc¬ 
cessfully trying to drive oil’ a mother, and at last Mrs. 
\\ . appeared in sight in the distance, the moose made 
a furious ru-h at her. and she had barely time to reach 
the upper limbs of a tree when the moose struck the 
lower branches with her fore feet, tearing huge strips 
front it aud nearly swaying Mrs. MT. from her scat. 
Hail it not been for the dog the slender tree would have 
doubtless burn brought to the ground aud Mrs. W. 
killed, hut ’Watch’’so worried aud exasperated the 
moose that she was compelled to desist and give all 
her attention to him while he tolled her off some dis¬ 
tance. On this occasion the moose proved the victor, 
aud Mrs. W. was compelled to get home without the 
calf. Reaching home at noon, she at once, with two 
of her boys, returnect, and near the scene of the morn¬ 
ing's encounter, came across the moose and calf. For 
a longtime the old moose stood fight, notwithstanding 
the stones hurled at her and the dog's fierce attacks, 
the animal making furious rushes at the boys and one 
at Mrs. W ., which she barely avoided fiy dodging be¬ 
hind a large rock, as the moose, with th" dog harking 
in advance, passed close by her, abandoning the un¬ 
equal contest; and Mrs. W. secured the youngster and 
safely reached home with him at night. 

As an illustration of the kind of stuff Mrs. W. is made 
of, I may mention that last season as she was travel¬ 
ing through the forest, unarmed, several miles from 
home, she saw an immense wild-cat, which her dog 
drove to the lop branches of a high tree, where he ap¬ 
parent^' felt safe. Mrs. W., after vainly trying to 
dislodge him with stones and sticks, procured a long, 
heavy stick and proceeded to climb the tree after 
him. Resting on a branch below him she tried for 
some time to cudgel him, which only served to make 
him growl and make movements ns if intending to 
spring on her. However, she at last got a fair blow at 
Ui.s head, which stunned aud brought hint to the ground, 
where the dog speedily put nit end to him. Shortly 
afterward a beautiful cut skin was brought to town, 
ami can be seen at any lime at the store ot Samuel II. 
Uox. 

Before lljc law against moose-killing came into oper¬ 
ation, Mrs. \V. snared ten large moose, and it was not 
an uncommon occurrence for her to take her gun und 
shoot eight or ten partridges at a trip. As a specimen 
of her endurance, 1 may mention that on Wednesday 
last she started at daylight for the woods in search of 
her oxen, leaving her boy at home to make a moose- 
cage. Arriving home with them at noon, she found 
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that the moose had gone into the woods. After a 
luncheon she wreut for the moose a distance of several 
miles, returned with them at 4 r. At., had them put in 
a cage and started for Shelburne, traveling the whole 
of that bitter, dark night, and arriving here at 3 a.m., 
Thur-d.iy morning, delivering them to Mr. Downs, and 
pocketed the snug sum of $240, or $80 each, walked 
buck home, a distance of eleven miles, without anv 
sleep. 

Deer River. 

Meriden. Conn , Dec. 7. 

To The Fif.i.d: —When a hoy I lived ou the border 
of the John Brawn tract, an unreclaimed wilderness in 
the northern part of New York. It is a wild region 
to day and probably will remain so for ages. At that 
time it was a noted place for hunting" Deer were 
plenty aud bears, wolves and panthers were not 
uncommon. How my young imagination used to he 
excited ns I listened to the stories of the w onderful en¬ 
counters of the old hunters with the wild beasts that 
roamed the dismal forest. And how I longed to be¬ 
come old enough to penetrate the depths, darkness and 
dangers of those mysterious swamps. Well do I re¬ 
member the time when I got permission to go with 
some young companions on my first regular hunt up to 
Deer River, in what was called the" South Woods. 
There were five of us; we were about fifteen years of 
age, except John Place who was older. We were armed 
with two old flint-lock Revolutionary muskets, but 
John Place had a rifle. John was our hero! we had no 
fears, and would follow wherever he led. 

Pigeous were nesting in immense numbers along 
Deer river, and wliat with the pigeons aud trout fishing 
we expected sport enough. To reach the hunting 
ground we could follow an old government road which 
passed within a couple of miles of the pigeon grounds. 
It was dark wbou we arrived tit Kelt hum s shtinly, the 
place to turn off for the river. Kelehum was the last 
settler in that direction, and lww h" eyed us boys when 
we asked to stay over night with him. We met him 
going to his house with a big log on his hack aud he 
stood looking at. us for live minutes without speaking, 
still with the log on bis back, and I began to lie afraid 
of him he was so big and odd. But he allowed n» to 
camp ou his floor; we hud our owu provisions. In the 
morning Saui Thomas, one of the youngest of the party, 
could not wait for the rest of us, nnd to show his cour¬ 
age started on alone, hut as soon as lie got in'" tin- 
silence of the grand old forest bis courage failed, lie 
imagined a catamount ready to pounce upon him Irani 
every shallow, so ive soon touuit him at tile edge of the 
timber, boy like, spotting his wav on the trees with Id- 
knife. But with John til our head we struck boldly out 
into, to us, a new and unexplored region. Never shall 
I forget tbe scene us we came to the pigeon roost; its 
border was straight and clearly defined. The tiei-s 
were very uniform in size and about one hundred feet, 
iu height and free from all low brunches. Under our 
feet was the litter of the pigeons, aud far over head at 
every fork of n liuih where a nest could slick, there it 
was with its young pigeous—or squabs—about ready to 
fiy. In this manlier tiic pigeon ground extended aioug 
otic side of the river four miles in length and half » 
mile across. 

Tbe first thing after arriving was to locate our camp 
at a convenient point on the river hank, to which wo 
could come and go as we liked. Then each one could 
fish or hunt as he pleased. But our principal interest, 
and enjoyment was in the preparation of our camp for 
the night. We commenced early, built it of hemlock 
boughs and gathered a large pile of wood for the tin*. 
About sunset we were startled hy a roar, slight at first 
but gradually increasing like the coming tornado. It 
ivas the old pigeons coming home to roost Along the 
river where they went to drink the air overhead was 
filled with them, the noise was defcaning and beyond 
anything I ever heard. At night we built ti big toe to 
keep off the "varmiulx'' and appointed regular guards, 
but at first we could not sleep. The hoots of the ow ls, 
shrieks of wild eats and all the unknown voices of the 
night in such a place, privately, filled our warlike souls 
with something akin to fear. 

It was toward morning. I was ou duty, the tire had 
burned low and all was quiet, when our dog, a noble 
fellow, raised his head, peered into the darkness and 
gave ominous growls. 1 quietly called John who came 
to the front und said “sick him Rove." The dog rushed 
out into the darkness and as quickly bounded hack 
with every hair erect; forward he rushed again as 
quickly to return as though to escape the jaws of a 
pan tiler. By this lime the carnfFwas aroused ami every 
man to his arms. “Whoop and throw firebrands, 
shouts our lender. Then such a savage yell arose mid 
such a scattering of lire us to completely cany con 
sternation to tbe heart of our enemy, who retreated and 
left us in possession of the field. But there was no 
more sleep in our camp that uigbl. Morning soon 
dawned sweet and calm as usual after the “tiger Btrife 
is o'er." That morning John shot a fine specimen of 
the gray forest eagle, measuring with wings extended 
7 feet lit inches from tip lo tip. We then prepared to 
return, amt without further incident arrived home late 
that evening very tired, and showing many signs of our 
bud campaign. From that time each cnc of us regarded 
himself quite an experienced hunter. H. 

Saving Seed Corn. —The best plan as a general 
thing, is to select the best ears at the time of husking, 
and spread them on th; barn floor, so that the cubs can 
become thoroughly dry. The old method of leaving 
the busks attached to the corn, so that it could be braid¬ 
ed together, anil suspended in a dry and airy place, 
brought about a similar result. In all cases, the corn 
should be kept where it will be free from dampness. 
Many, in saving seed, are particular to select only from 
stalks that produce two large, well-developed ears. As 
you say, corn is often planted so deep that it will not 
germinate quickly. If the soil is flue and dry at the time 
of planting, the planter will be apt to sow deeper thun 
it should-

Unification of the Came Laws. 

During the forthcoming Dog and Poultry Show, to 
take place in Chicago from the 20lb to 28th of Jan; 
uary, 1876, we should have a very large assemblage of 
sportsmen in our city. 

“From North and South and East and West," 
we hope to see them coming to show their dogs and to 
take stock of the dogs of others. Such an opportunity 
for discussing any important Inter-State sporting mat¬ 
ter will not offer itself for many a long day, for the 
gathering will be large, and especially so of Northwest¬ 
ern sporting men. 

There is at present a very impertant matter for the 
consideration of all those who have at heart the preser¬ 
vation of game in this country. It is a matter upon 
which speedy action must be taken, else we may find 
at no distant period that some of our game birds have 
gone forever to join the legions of the lost, aDd be spok¬ 
en of even as we now speak of the dodo and dinornis. 

We speak first of the shooting of woodcock iu July. 
In this last backward season the young birds were hard¬ 
ly able to flutter in many places, and a good bag of 
bludgeons would have been as available for their slaugh¬ 
ter as dog and gun. Young birds were shot down be¬ 
fore they were fit for sport or for the market, and the 
brood was well nigh swept off the face of the North¬ 
west by the merciless fusillade of pot-hunters and jeal¬ 
ous men, who hated to see a neighbor get ahead of 
them even in meanness. July 1st is the opening day in 
Illinois and Iowa, and July 1st is consequently the open¬ 
ing day thoroughout the Northwest, for the pot-hunter 
and huckster of any other State can save himself by de¬ 
claring his birds were bagged in either of the first two 
States or Indiana, who does not seem to think woodcock 
worth protection. 

In Michigan the law prohibits selling or possessing 
game out of the season of the State, but iu Michigan 
many law-makers are law breakers, and those who de¬ 
fend the "cock" are afraid to do so lest the law break¬ 
ers should "make it hot for them." Virtually wood¬ 
cock are in season the year round all ovor the North¬ 
west; for Nebraska and Indiana afford them no pro¬ 
tection, and can import them into the other States 
which have laws: Illinois alone exerts herself to put a 
stop to illicit sales, but what can she do, so surrounded 
as she is by the laxity of her Bister States. Grouse, 
too, are shot at too ear^ in most of the States, and 
quail in some of them, and the young birds have not 
time to get strongly on the wing before the enemy is 
upon them. But our main reason of wishing to see 
these varieties of the game laws abolished, is Dot so 
much the feebleness of the young birds at the opening 
of the season, but because it gives unsportsmaniy 
scoundrels an opportunity of using their guns too early 
in the year. There are men in every State and city 
who have no sportsmanly spirit about them—who care 
nothing for the law they can easily evade—who regard 
only their own immediate interests and the small profit 
they can make by their villainy. There are villains who 
go out on the 1st, 4th or 25th of July, to shoot wood¬ 
cock and knock down everything that comes in their 
way. There are scoundrels who belong to our gun 
clubs and sporting associations who would, and do, 
shoot not only woodcock, but quail, grouse, ducks, or 
what not; these they stuff into their game-bags and 
pockets and clap a few woodcock on top of them to 
make a pretense. There is no suasion to be used with 
these save that of fear—fear for the strong arm of the 
law, for of the reprobation of their fellows they take 
no heed. 


There is o way of cowing these cravens, and one 
way only. Lot the sportsmen—the true men of the 
Northwest—gather shoulder to shoulder and use their 
united inilueuce to pnss a uniform game law for the 
whole Northwest. Bet the States of Ohio, Indiana, 
Michigan, Illinois, Missouri, Wisconsiu, Iowa and Ne¬ 
braska continue to make the open season for all game 
begin on one and the same day, say October the 1st; 
let them make shooting game out of season a penal 
offense. Game is the property of the republic even 
as the public lands and public funds are. We im¬ 
prison and fine for crooked whiskey. Let us im¬ 
prison and fine for crooked game. We would propose 
no elaboration or verbosily, but a simple and straight¬ 
forward enactment, Let every man shooting, or hav¬ 
ing in his possession any game before the fixed date, 
be fined a sum not less than @100 for every offense, 
and imprisoned for one month without option of the 
judge. Let one-huif of every fine go to the informer 
aDd one half to the government, and make it the duty 
of the U, S. district attorney to prosecute every of¬ 
fender reported just as he must prosecute any other 
who steals Uncle Sam’s property. If such was the 
law we would have quail, grouse, woodcock and wild 
turkey even as plentiful in our rural districts as 
they now are scarce. The game that nature has filled 
our plains and forests and streams with are not ours to 
destroy at will, but they are the property of the nation 
of yesterday, to-day and forever. We are but the 
temporary stewards of <lie property, and it is our 
duty to do this stewardship well. Let sportsmen 
rally round the standard. Let their watchword be 
the unification of the game laws. 


Foul Strikes. 

Our readers will have had plenty of time to study 
and reflect upon certain amendations to rules govern¬ 
ing base ball proposed by Harry Wright. The particu¬ 
lar point we wish to join issue on is that concerning 
foul strike». We quite agree with Mr. Wright that the 
whole foul system, as at present accepted, is detrimen¬ 
tal to good play or base running. We quite agree with 
his views that the man already on a base should not 
suffer by a foul strike over which he has no control, 
and think it nothing but right that any man running on 
u foul should return to his base with perfect impunity; 
but our Reasons for agreeing with Mr. Wright are far 
different to his. Our idea is that the foul system is en¬ 
tirely rotten as at present in force. Firstly, because it 
gives an umpire room to indulge in partiality; in the 
one case, he can call foul for the side he favors with 
promptness, and save the base runners; in the other 
case he can delay long enough to make it impossible 
for a runner to get back and save his base. It gives 
him a discretionary power which he should not have. 
There are two remedies for this crying evil; either do 
away with the foul strike altogether, and let a man 
strike where he please, as at cricket, or have every ball 
absolutely foul which does not pass inside or directly 
over first and third base. The first idea we can knock 
on the head in a f#w words. It would entail at least 
two extra men, which to a first-class club means at least 
#8,000 a year. Professional base-ball playing is a busi¬ 
ness run to pay uu honorable and legitimate profit, and 
we can only show Mr. Wright by the accounts of his 
own club, that $3,000 on the debtor side would swamp 
any but the most successful club. The Boston balance 
for the year is $3,261.07, and it does not require much 
thought to see what a poor dividend $261.07 would give 
on the capital invested. The Clipper advocates one 
more player, yet wo fancy it is hardly satisfied with 
less than 5 per cent, on cupital invested. The other 
side of the question has many favorable points. First, 
it does away with the discretionary power of the um¬ 
pire; the ball is absolutely foul or fair, if it passes in 
the air or on the ground outside or inside the base 
plates. Secondly, it docs away with all that miserable 
and tedious bunting for a fair foul, and gives a man no 
option but to hit square from the shoulder and keep 
the ball within proper bounds. It will increase the in¬ 
terest of the spectators, who would then not be inflict¬ 
ed by such nuisances as Quinn or Pearce, who waste 
valuable time in trying to gain their object. If this law 
is to be adopted, we would do away with the foul bound 
altogether, and put the foul and fair ball on the same 
level, and let them be taken on the fly only. Then to 
give the batsman power over the ball so as to be able 
to place them better, and also to take advantage of in¬ 
tentional wide balls, we would put no restriction to his 
lateral movements, so that he might step right across 
and strike a good height ball and punish the pitcher 
for his wildneBS. This would make pitchers more care¬ 
ful to study the command of the ball, and give the 
skilled pitcher a better chance of showing his skill. 
But of thiB point we will deal in another article, 


English Unbelief. 

We have just a word to say about the criticisms of 
the English sporting fraternity upon our athletic per¬ 
formances. Some time ago a writer calling himself 
Jean, doubted the facts of O’Leary’s walk against 
Ennis, and ridiculed the time then made for flfty miles 
by O’Leary. Now the English correspondent of the 
New York Sportsman makes an unqualified and un- 
gentlemanly attack, not only on O’Leary, but on W. B. 
Curtis, and secondarily, on our whole sporting frater¬ 
nity. Our able contemporary handles the matter in an 
upright and honorable manner. We leave the man in 
proper hands when we leave him with his employers. 
We only wonder such n scurrulous scamp became at¬ 
tached to so good a paper. The only point we will 
make any remark upon is the silence of the English 
press upon the point. Do they believe that we have 
reported accomplished facts, or frauds ? If the lat¬ 
ter, let them back their opinion and put up the cash 
with a definite issue for conclusion. We will then 
show them that there is money enough on this side of 
the water to back O’Leary for any distance of 100 
miles or more against any man in the world. O’Leary 
wants no "penny-gaff," or gate-money nonsense ; he 
wants to see the money up in responsible, international 
hands, and he will cover it. O’Leary does not set up 
for a speeder, but for a stayer, and will do business 
with any one ambitious of trying his metal. He will 
give or take expenses for the out trip, and have mat¬ 
ters conducted, even as in all his walks, with strict at¬ 
tention to accuracy. 

The Shoot.— The match between the Detroit and 
Chicago Gun Clubs came off at Dexter Park on Tues¬ 
day last. The day was horrible at its outset, but to¬ 
ward the last turned out fine. The shooting of the 
Detroit Club was not up to the standard of their ex¬ 
cellence, while that of the Chicago men showed good 
steady nerve, and an intention to win. The Chi¬ 
cago men had an up-hill work from the start, but came 
out nobly in the end. The management of the shoot 
was on a plan of liberality so characteristic of Chicago 
sporting men. The birds were fine, but Mr, Wachter 
had given them too much feed to start on, so that they 
were not as strong flyers as they might have been. At 
all events, they were good birds, and showed careful 
handling. The final match will probably be shot in 
Jackson or Kalamazoo, exactly where has not been set¬ 
tled yet. The Detroit boys feel confident they can win 
the rubber, but with the full development of the 
strength of the Chicago team, they will have hard work. 

The proposition that the local celebrations of the 
Fourth of July, 1876, which will be held throughout 
the land, should be made to contribute to a permanent 
historical memorial of the Centennial Celebration, is a 
good one. In each counly provision should be made 
for the delivery of an address tracing the history of 
that particular community for the past century, or 
from the time of its settlement, and including a sketch 
of its growth, its resources, industries, prospects, etc. 
These addresses should be published in a uniform 
size,—that of the Congressional documents, for in¬ 
stance,—in order that they may be bound together by 
States, To competent persons the preparation of such 
addresses would not bean unduly burdensome task; 
but in the aggregate they would constitute an invalu¬ 
able historical repository such as no nation has ever 
had the opportunity to collect. The historians should 
be appointed at once, that they may have ample time 
to accomplish their work. « 

The Boston Advertiser is responsible for the state¬ 
ment that the inter-collegiate regatta which took place 
at Saratoga last July was a fraud. It makes the charge 
that five of the winning crew, from Cornell, were 
picked up for the occasion; that they were not candi¬ 
dates for a degree, and not members of the university, 
and only entered the institution to row in the race; 
thus a successful fraud was perpetrated on the boys of 
the other crews and upon the public. It also sayBthat 
three of the Columbia crew, which came near winning 
the race, were of the same class as the five above. 
These are charges of a very damaging character, and 
should be refuted at once, if not true. We have been 
led to expect other and more honorable practices from 
oar first-class colleges, and trust that when the facts 
shall become fully known, that we have not been de¬ 
ceived. Our college boys should conduct their 
races honorably and let each crew win or lose solply on 
its own merits. _

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A Western Trotting Association. 

The attention of western turfmen is now attracted 
towards the conference to be held in this city in January, 
and we have every reason to believe that this move 
portends decisive action towards inaugurating a West¬ 
ern Trotting Association. That the views of all well 
meaning turfmen agree on the necessity of this step is 
too well known to require much comment from us. 
The lukewarmness attending the adjudication of west¬ 
ern cases, und the great expense entailed, has become 
too heavy a burden to be borne longer, and that there 
is a unanimity of sentiment in favor of independence 
cannot be ignored. The marvelous growth of the trot¬ 
ting interest in the West and South further involves 
the necessity of this movement. The many plans sug¬ 
gested for the rcvisal of the Rules have fallen to the 
ground; confidence is lost in their management, and the 
enormous sums spent in litigation of our appealed 
cases has strengthened the belief that the West can gov¬ 
ern her own turf affairs. We do not believe with 
our eastern contemporaries that the breech can be 
healed, or that the grievances of western turfmen can 
be redressed at the coming biennial meeting. The 
West will watch the January movement with interest. 

Christmas. —Of all the days in the year’s callender 
there is none looked forward to with so much anxiety 
and expectancy as Christmas, not only by the dear lit¬ 
tle ones, but the big dear ones. Christmas has become 
nationalized as the day for making und receiving pres¬ 
ents, and of the many hearts made glad with some 
token of remembrance, we fear there are a few who 
fail to think of the large number of God's creatures 
who have no friends to bestow such happiness on 
them. They see none of the real Bunshine of life, but 
all of its darkness. For all such let us indulge in a 
thought of pity, and whenever it lies within our power 
to cast a flower in their pathway, we should perform 
the act with pleasure, for we know-not how soon the 
lime may come when wc, too, would be proud to be 
the recipients of charity at the hands of fellow-crea¬ 
tures.

This geutleman 
is well known to all amateurs of the game bv his matches with 
such Europeau playersfas Steinitx, Falkbeer, Wisker, Macdonuell 
uud other drst rates. Mr. Bird will stay iu New York about a 
month, and has already tested the skill of many of our best play* 
ore, winuing a large majority of the games contested. On Tues¬ 
day he played three games with Capt. McKenzie, who is by uni- 
versal cousent acknowledged to be the best player In America. 
Iu the drst game Mr. Bird had the move and played the Ray 
L>pez attack. After a long and tenacious defence Mr. McKenzie 
assumed the offensive aud scored a well deserved game. The 
second game was a Scotch Gambit, in which Mr. Bird early ob- 
taiued an advantage aud pressed it to a speedy conclusion. In the 
last game Mr. Bird offered the Evans' Gambit, which Mr. Me 
Kcuzie accepted, and played what is known as "the compromised 
defence.’' After an obstinate struggle, iu which the principal 
pieces were cleared from the boardT Mr. Bird missed an oppor¬ 
tunity of winnme. refused to draw^and Anally lost a game which 
was the most brilliant of the three. 

Mr Bird visited Brooklyn last evening, as the guest of the 
Brooklyn Chess C.ub. 

Chess players will be pleased to learn that three of the best 
players iu Europe—Messrs. Steiuitz. Blackbnrue and Znkertort — 
will probably take part in the Chess Congress, to be held in con¬ 
nection with the Pbiladelo.tia Centennial. The liev. G. A. Mac- 
dounell. one of the Anest English players, has also intimated bis 
intention of being present ou that occasion. Mr. Bird will also 
return, if bis dune# permit, and with the gentlemen named, our 
Mr. McKeuzie and other resideut players, the event will be a 
marked one in the history of the game. 

In the match between Mr. Aiberoni, of New York, and Mr. 
Eusor, of Buffalo, at the latter city, the score stood at the last ac¬ 
counts 6 to 4 in favor of the New York player."

To The Field :—Being one of your subscribers, and 
a lover of tbe gun and dog, your valuable paper 1 b 
always looked for with pleasure. Tbe writer has the 
honor of belonging to a bunting club, which has bought 
land and built a comfortable bouse. 

The club consists of five members. We have been 
to the club bouse twice this fall, but finding very few 
ducks, yet getting some good bags of woodcock and 
quail. Five of us went out some two weeks ago 
quailing, killing in all eighty-three and some rabbits. 
Pot-hunters are killing off all the quuil in ibis county. 
What I mean by pot-hunter is one who kills birds uny- 
wav, and takes them to town to sell next day, and 
make bis boasts bow many be has killed. We are in 
favor of a law in Ibis State to prosecute any one who 
offers a quail for sale, and 1 can get many names 
among our friends to sign a bill for the same. If this 
pot-hunting goes on many years longer, gentlemen 
sportsmen will not have any game to shoot. Later. 

The Rugby Union have altered Rule 7 of their code,
